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Essay: Quaid-e-Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah 


(My National Hero) 


Very few individuals significantly alter the course of history. Fewer still modify the map 
of the world. Hardly anyone can be credited with creating a nation state. Muhammad Ali Jinnah 
did all three. He was one of the recent history's most charismatic leaders. Jinnah virtually 
conjured Pakistan into statehood by the force of his indomitable will. His place of primacy in 
Pakistan's history looms like lofty minaret over the achievements of all his contemporaries in 
the Muslim League. 


It is the Quaid-e-Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah who is the founder of our dear motherland, 
Islamic Republic of Pakistan. He is regarded as our liberator. 


M.A. Jinnah saw the light of the day in Karachi on 25th December, 1876 in the noble 
family of a rich businessman, Poonja Jinnah. He received his early education in Karachi 
Mission School. At the age of 16, after passing Matriculation Examination, he went to England 
and studied law and took his Banister's degree from Lincoln's Inn. In 1896, he came back and 
started practice as a lawyer, first in Karachi and then in Bombay. In spite of a strong Hindu 
majority in that profession, he rose to a very high position by dint of his strenuous and 
meticulous work. 


Mr. Jinnah was born great, and to rule the hearts of the Indian Muslims. He started his 
political career as a member of Bombay Legislature. Then he joined Indian National Congress. 
He was a great champion of freedom for the people of India. When he realized that the congress 
was a neo-Hindu body and stood for Ram Raj, he resigned and joined the All India Muslim 
League in 1922. He had been the greatest spokesman of the India Muslims for a separate state 
for them. 


By 1930 he became an undisputed leader of the Muslims. Soon he began to reorganize the 
Indian Muslim League all over India. People gave him the title of Quaid-e-Azam for his selfless 
services for the Muslim cause, freedom. He was an intellectual wizard and soon overshadowed 
the great congressites Gandhi, Jawahar-Lal Nehru. Quaid-Azam was man of principles and 
fought undauntedly single handed against the British and the Indian Congress. He was a great 
statesman, a seasoned parliamentarian and champion of democracy. 


Mr. Jinnah's integrity of character was beyond reproach. Gandhi called him 'an impossible 
man’, for he would never compromise on principles. He stood like a rock against his opponents. 
He untied the defeated groups of Muslims into a force to reckon with. Quaid-e-Azam worked 
day and night for strengthening the Muslim League and, for finding the largest Muslim country 
in the world. It was due his untiring efforts and wise leadership that Pakistan came into being. 
Had there been no Jinnah, there would not have been Pakistan. Mr. Jinnah was highly 
intelligent, highly disciplined, hardworking supremely self-confident, driven by the dream and 
drove others. He was the first Governor General Pakistan. 
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On 23rd March 1940, Pakistan Resolution was passed in Lahore. All the Muslims took 
active part in the freedom movement under the able guidance of respectable Quaid-e-Azam 
and at last succeeded in their mission. The British had to accept this demand and Pakistan came 
into being on 14th August, 1947. 


Quaid-e-Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah took the rein of this new born state as the Governor 
General of Pakistan. He paid no heed to his doctor's advice and did not care even for his failing 
health. His health was breaking down under the heavy pressure of work. 


Quaid-Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah died at 10:20 pm on September 11, 1948 at Ziarat in 
Quetta. He was buried the next day in Karachi, where a handsome domed monument of pink 
marble now stands, housing the remains of one of the history's most remarkable, tenacious, 
enigmatic figures. Pakistan is a living monument of his greatness and his service.

Quaid-e-Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah was born in Karachi on December 25, 1876. His father

_ he passed the Matriculation examination. Then he proceeded to Engl land for higher studies. 
There he distinguished himself as a keen and bright student. He qualified from the Lincoln’s Inn 
as a brilliant Barrister and returned home. He started practice. as a lawyer first in Karachi and 
then in Bombay. Soon, he became a very famous lawyer of India. 


A successful man is one who can lay a firm foundation with the bricks others 
have thrown at him.” 


In 1906, he joined the Indian National Congress. He was an ardent supporter of the Hindu- 
Muslim unity. Ehen he realized that by freedom, the Hindu meant ‘Hindu Raj’ he was greatly 
disappointed. Therefore, he left the congress and joined the All India uslim League in 1913. 

He became the president of the Muslim League in 1934. In the Annual Session of the Muslim 
League in Lahore in 1940, the Pakistan Resolution was passed. Then he began to make untiring 
efforts for a separate homeland for the Muslims. The odds were against him. The Hindus, the 
British and a Section of the Muslims were against him. But he grappled} with every problem. His 
aim was high. He soared like an eagle. He organized the party. The Muslims rallied round him. 
The hostile forces had to retreat. His efforts before fruit and Pakistan emerged on the map of the 
world on the August 14, 1947. It was the day of his triumph. He became its first Governor 
General. But he could not make Pakistan as strong as he had dreamt because he died on 


September 11, 1948.

Quaid-e-Azam was a weak and thin person. He had a dignified persqnality. He was a shrewd 
politician. He quickly perceived the evil designs of the.Hindus and the British. He is guiding star 
for the Pakistanis. He always sad “Work, work and work” and he himself acted — it. He 
believed in “Unity, Faith and Discipline”. He 1s our national hero.

The great men are the men of exceptional qualities of head and heart. They have changed the course of history 
and brought their nations to the heights of glory. They are liked and loved as heroes. 


Quaid-e-Azam was one of those great people who fought for the freedom of their nations. He 1s the founder of 
Pakistan. Quaid-e-Azam was born in Karachi on 25th December, 1876. He received his early education in a 
local school. 
Later on, he entered into Missionary High School and passed the entrance examination. Then he went to 
England to receive higher education. After getting the degree of Bar-at-law, he returned home. The business of 
his father was not going so well, so he started practice in Karachi thinking that: 
“A useless life is an early death” 
Quaid-e-Azam shifted to Mumbai. At first his practice was not very successful. But he worked hard and 
became a leading lawyer. His work for his nation is great. He was badly shocked to see the poor condition of 
his countrymen. First of all he became the member of the Indian National Congress. 
He believed that both the communities should work together for independence. But by and by, he came to 
know the narrow mindedness of the Hindus leaders. Then he realized that the Muslims and the Hindus could 
not live together in one country. 
So, in 1913 the Quaid-e-Azam joined Muslim League. He worked very hard for the freedom of the Muslims. 
He organized the Muslims on one platform. He fought against the wicked Hindus and held talks with the 
British rule. 
“Hero shows you how to solve problems yourself” (Jet Li) 
His enemies tried to purchase him but he remained resolute. He made a number of speeches and awakened the 
Muslims from deep sleep. He convinced them that they had to fight for their freedom from Hindus. In this 
battle many Muslims lost their lives but it is well said, 
“Is death the last sleep? No! It is the Last and final Awakening.” 
It was due to his wonderful efforts that the resolution of Pakistan was passed on 23rd March, 1940. It was in 
fact, the demand for Pakistan. The Quaid-e-Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah showed great ability and tremendous 
courage in his struggle for Pakistan. His life long struggle was crowned with success on 14th August, 1947 
when Pakistan came into being.

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The Quaid-e-Azam became the first Governor-General of Pakistan and worked day and night for the progress 
of this country. He was an old man suffering from a dangerous disease which was making him weak day by 
day. The doctors advised him again and again to take complete rest, but he did not care for his own life for the 
sake of the fulfillment of his mission of life.

Unfortunately, the Quaid-e-Azam could not live long after the emergence of Pakistan. He died on September 
11, 1948. Muhammad Ali Jinnah was a tall, dignified elderly man. He was a model of sincerity. He had great 
determination. He was independent of opinion. He was a very wise politician. It was because of him that we 
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got a new homeland.

Democracy 1s a system of government by the whole population or all the eligible members of a state, 
typically through elected representatives. Thus democracy is a public kind of government. All the classes of 
people from a layman to a lord take part in democracy. That 1s why this form of government is widely liked 
by nations all over the world. There are also other forms of government like communism in Russia, socialism 
in China etc. This system is entirely different from dictatorship or autocracy.

Democracy is the guardian of equality, liberty and the fundamental rights of the people. 
Democracy stands for the general “General will” and as pointed out by Green, “General will is the only 
permanent foundation of government’. The basis of democracy is consent not force, persuasion and not 
dictation agreement and not violence. As Abraham Lincoln says, 

“The ballot is stronger than bullet” 
The important features of democratic institution are universal suffrage, frequent elections, and well organized 
parties, liberty of speech, freedom of association and freedom of opinion. Democracy is a milestone to 
prosperity. The individuals in the democratic State are not like “dumb-driven cattle” but active citizens who 
take a lively interest in the affairs of the state. As Paul Wellstone says 
“Education and democracy have same goals, the fullest possible development of 
human capabilities." 
They have also the power of making and unmaking their government. The Ministers are responsible to the 
legislature and as soon as they lose trust they are made to resign. Thus a change in government is brought 
about by peaceful methods and not by revolution. 
“Democracy is the killer of megalomania” 
The government cannot ride roughshod over the wishes of the people for the fear of defeat in the next 
election “hangs like the sword of Damocles”. The four pillars of democracy are the rule of law, freedom of 
opinion, freedom of association and freedom of press. 
“Democracy unleashes a tone of objectivity instead of subjectivity.” 
The people can criticize the government, expose the selfish leaders, and condemn the policy of government. 
The dictum, “Some are born to rule and others are to obey’, is rejected. 
As it is well said, 
“Self-criticism is the secret weapon of democracy, and 
candour and confession are good for the public soul.” 

Democracy has some demerits also. It gives birth to party-politics which destroys the liberty and 
individuality of the people. Members of the party are duty-bound to follow the dictates of their party. Party 
system ignores the basic principle of democracy, the right of each individual to have a free say in every 
matter. 


The main danger in a democracy is the tyranny of the majority. All the decisions are made by majority vote. 
It means “Counting of head, not weighing of wisdom’. In spite of its demerits, democracy 1s a reasonable, 
useful and successful system of government as democracy slaughters the social evils.

Pakistan. Unavailability of power is affecting directly or in directly on every sector of life. Making people 
feel frustrated as well as helpless. The load shedding span has mounted to almost 12 hours a day to industries 
and about 8 hours to domestic consumers. This destructive power shortage has brought the industrialist as 
well as the local people on roads for an urge of protest, but despite of all such anti government actions this 
struggle is in vein as there 1s no progress in the electricity supply to the consumers. Due to unavailability of 
electricity Pakistan’s export 1s highly affected as industries are unable to meet up to the orders leaving their 


clients with no other option instead of switching to other vendors in other countries. 


This is not only about the export but the national producers are shifting their production plants in the nearby 
countries like Bangladesh and China where electricity supply is convenient and side by side cheap. In the past 
4 years the modern cities are experiencing about 8-12 hours of load shedding as compared to the rural areas 
where load shedding has accede to almost 12-14 hours of load shedding. This power shortage is also 
affecting the gross domestic product of our country as the country’s GDP 1s decreasing to 2% every passing 


year indicating a destructive economic breakdown in near future if this problem is not coped up. 


This energy crisis is ultimately becoming the major cause of increasing unemployment in or country. There is 
no electricity so industries are being forced fully shut down leaving the labor and employees helpless and 
without any jobs. It is stated that in the last 3 years thousands of employee who have lost their job due to 
these energy crisis have returned to their homes from where they have come in search of job. Many of the 
orders were cancelled in industries and which were not cancelled never met to the prescribed standards and 
quality. Karachi Electric Supply Corporation (KESC) is blamed for this electricity shortage but according to 
them they are also handcuffed in from the gas suppliers as they required 22 million cubic feet gas for a 
normal production which is reduced to about 115 million cubic meter a day, so when their will be no fuel 
there will be no electricity produced. So in concluding Pakistan is facing one of the most disparaging and 
critical power shortage and if it 1s not resolved at major priority Pakistan’s economy which 1s still not 


developed will be in real time danger.

When he came to “Government Collage Lahore” for higher education, he got the tutorship of Dr. Arnold who 
inspired in him a love of philosophy. He got his Master’s Degree in philosophy in 1899, and worked as a 
Professor of Philosophy for some time. In 1905, he proceeded to Europe for higher studies in Philosophy and 
Law. He obtained his Ph.D. in Philosophy from Germany and his degree of Bar-at-Law in 1908. On his 
return to India, Dr. Iqbal started his legal practice but gave it up soon. His real interest lay in poetry and the 
plight of Indian Muslims.He says to the Muslims: 

Read anew the lesson of the truthfulness of Justice and bravery. 
You will have to carry out the work of leading the world. 
He started writing poems in Urdu as well as Persian. He produced such memorable works, as Bang-i-dara, 
Bal-1-Gibril, Zaboor-i-Ajam, Zarb-i-Kaleem, Asrar-i-Khudi and Payam-e-i- Mashriq. All of these have 
become classics of literature. 
“His giant wings prevent him from walking”

Iqbal’s poetry worked wonder in arousing the Muslims from sound-slumber. Dr. Iqbal also proved to be the 
originator of the Idea of Pakistan. It was he who for the first time put forward the demand for a separate 
Muslim State within India in his famous presidential address at the Allah Abad session of the “All India 
Muslim League”.
